Coordinator System 

Two years ago, Sacramento State College’s Associated 
Students approved a new constitution. A few weeks ago, 
the members of ASSSC again approved a new constitution. 
The old one had proved inadaquate and binding. 

How long will this constitution last? This question 
has come to the minds of students and faculty members 
and was in the mind of the framers of SSC’s latest con- 
stitution. 

One year ago, when student leaders were quizzed on 
what parts of the constitution, under which the ASSSC 
will operate until fall, were good and which were nédt, sev- 
eral points were brought out. 

The most important of these was the then-new co- 
ordinator system. Before the present constitution went 
into effect, areas now covered by coordinators were handled 
by commissioners, who had votes on Student Council. 
Many leaders, last year, having worked under both systems, 
felt the coordinator system was inadequate and that the 
board of coordinators was a powerless and somewhat un- 
necessary body. 

The most recent ASSSC constitution, although some- 
what changed from the constitution then in question, does 
not change the relationship of coordinators to the council. 
- There can be two reasons for this. Either the difficul- 
ties in the coordinator system have been worked out or the 
framers of the new constitution have nct found a solution.

Her poetry has been published

Poetry in Oklahoma. im the 
SSCribe and in various maga- 


zines. She said that she did not 
believe that poets should publish 
poetry in magazines. Her favorite 
poets are Edith Sitwell and T. S. 
Eliot 
Miss Poot Continues 

“Poetry,” she offered, “should 
not be forced. It should come 
from the heart and one should 
write only when one has the 
desire to write. I have often been 
called an abstract poet. This I 
object to. I write a clear, con- 
cise, symbolist type of poetry.” 

Contrasted with the extreme 
seriousness of Miss Pool is the 
“joie de vivire” attitude display- 
ed by Ben Palmer. He was born 
in Washington and educated 
there. While attending Skagit 
Valley Junior College he became 
interested in poetry, took a writ- 
img course and has been writing 
steadily since. After graduating 


from junior college, he worked 
for several months and then en- 
roiled at Sacramento State Col- 
lege.

Palmer's favorite poet is Rob- 
ert Frost. “He appeals to me 
for one reason you know what 
he’s talking about.”

The State of California sets aside a duck hunting sea- 
son, a deer season, and even a scallop season, but in every 
state it's open season on coaches year around, 

Coaching is a colorful, but hazardous profession. Coach 
hunting and coach firing is a sport engaged in by myriads 
of people. Whether ina small town or a big name university, 
the coach is a celebrity. 

He is usually a most well known member of the faculty. 
Not one in a hundred knows who the boss man at UCLA is, 
or what he is called. And few care except his mother. But 
from Van Wert, Ohio, to Walla Walla, Wash., people have 
heard of Red Sanders, Bruin football coach. 

The chancellor of UCLA is Raymond B. Allen, just to 
s@fthe record straight. Another Red, Col. Red Blaik coaches 
at West Point. But who is the commandant? Bear Bryant, 
Pappy Waldorf, Pop Warner, tobby Dodd, Gen. Bob Ney- 
land are names familiar in every barbershop and poo! hall 
in America. 

It’s true that coaches are socially conspicuous. But 
fame is a hazardous occupation. The average man is not 
only aware of who the local coaches are, he is quite willing 
to evaluate their abifities. So-and-so is “no good,” says he, 
but the-other fellow “really knows his stuff.” 

At Washington university some folks were complain- 
ing that the coach, with only a B.S., gets as much dough as 
three Ph.D.’s. True enough. But few other faculty mem- 
bers put their work on exhibition before a half million 
people each year either. That's an awful lot of people to try 
to please. Ask any politician. 

Coffee-cup intellectuals say it’s a shame. The writer 
once knew a Ph.D. candidate who wouldn't go to the uni- 
versity’s athletic contest. He said they pervert the aims 
of education. They got nothing to do with education, 


he declared. 

The graduate assistant was indignant that his psy- 
chology students were more interested in beating Villanova 
than learning the difference between the hypothalmus and 
the medulla oblongata, “It’s true that most of them know 
more about the “T” formation than the tetrachoric correla- 
tion coefficient,” I said. But this didn’t help either.

The 
state university lost to UCLA. Georgia Tech, and Rice. Sis- 
ter state U's were asked '> ! wl games, but theirs seldom 
got a date. 

One governor candicate ran on @ platform promising 
better athletic teams and won. Implementing the program 
with the legislature’s help. a small tax was placed on horse 
racing. Now the foothall coach gets the biggest salary on 
the state pay roll. He draws $35,000 a year. The president, 
charged with less important duties, draws $25,000. 

Scandulous? Maybe. But taxpayers have the right to 
spend the state’s money however they want. After all they 
own the public institutions. If the people wanted to raise 
hogs in the hallways and roost chickens in the classrooms, 
it would be the administration’s duty to include hog feed 
and chicken mash on next year’s budget request, 

At this particular college, the expense wasn’t over, The 
university finally beat powerful Georgia Tech, and promptly 
went wild. They proclaimed themselves a holiday. Students 
Rambled out of the stadium and proceeded to nearly Wreck 
the entire town, It became an Open City. 

The politicians on hand handled the situation with fin- 
nesse. “It’s a shame that beating a single football team 
should cause such a ruckus,” one noted. “From now on 
a Georgia Tech victory'll be just another football game!” 

The following story was told: The police chief sur- 
veyed the residue from the scores of street bon fires. He 
looked at what was left of the police department.

Library Addition 
Already Financed 


A new library additiqn isc in 
the planning stages according to 
Dr. F. Blair Mayne, executive 
dean. The project has been fin- 
anced through the 1956-57 bud- 
get for over one million dollars. 

The addition, to ve either three 
or four stories high, will be at- 
tached to the west side of the 
existing library building. A one 
story structure on the south side 
of the library will be included 
in the development 

Fifty-two thousand square feet 
of floor space will go into the 
new wing. This is in addition to 
the 21.000 square feet which now 
exist in the bibrarv. Space for 
535 more seats has been allotted 
in the plans. With 365 seats in 
the present library this makes a 
total capacity of 1,300.

The health center will include 
examination rooms, treatment 
rooms, rest and recovery rooms 
for both men and women and 
offices for five doctors.

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New Building 


Bids for the ene of a 
new $600,000 classroom building 
to be located just south of the Q 
building, were opened early last 
week. Dr. F. Blair Mayne, execu- 
tive dean, announced the new 
two story addition will house the 
business administration and so- 
cial science departments. 

Construction begins in about 
two weeks according to Mayne. 

Classroom building number 
three will contain eighteen class- 
rooms including a police admin- 
istration room, two psychology 
laboratories; experimental and 
clinical, geography and meterol- 
ogy rooms and two public ad- 
ministration rooms downstairs. 

Upstairs there will be two ac- 
counting rooms, a typing room, 
and office practice room. and a 
bustmess laboratory. Office space 


for fifty facuity members will 
be availsble also. 
“This classvoom building has a 


capacity equal to the expected 
increase in enrollment of approx- 
imately 600 new students next 
fall. However, since the buiding 
will not be completed until. at
